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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 55-74 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a semiconductor device comprising a monocrystalline silicon substrate, an amorphous 
oxide material in contact with monocrystalline silicon substrate, a monocrystallik metal oxide 
overlying the amorphous oxide material, a metal capping layer in contact with metal oxide, a 
compound semiconductor template layer in contact with capping layer and a monocrystalline 
compound semiconductor material in contact with template layer where the monocrystalline 
compound semiconductor material is piezoelectric and where monocrystalline semiconductor 
material thickness is between 0.5 and 10 micro-meters.
